Whether or not the Army hos­ 
pitalization records of Raymond 
Porter, accused m urderer of a city 
special officer, are to be adm itted 
as evidence in his trial will be 
decided today by Judge Raymond 
Buzzard at Lisbon. 
The jury of five men and seven 
women was excused today as at­ 
torneys and Porter went to Toledo 
State Hospital to take testimony 
from Dr. R. L. Bushong, state 
psychiatrist, who is ill and unable 
to attend the trial. 
Dr. Bushong was director of the) 
Lim a State Hospital when Porter 
was sent there for a two months 
observation earlier this year after 
he pleaded not guilty by reason ol 
insanity to the fatal shafting of 
Special Officer Joseph Mumford. 
The deposition of Dr. Bushong is 
a key aspect of the defense case, 
along with the records of P orter’s 
hospitalization in neuropsychiatric 
wards during his Army career.

Precedes Work By 
House On Measure 
To Expand Credit

As House leaders called up the 
big one-package housing m easure, 
Rep. Talle (R-Iowa) said a “ bad 
bill” would be sure to invite a 
veto. 
Both Talle and Republican lead­ 
ers left no doubt they considered 
as a “ bad bill” the m easure sent 
to the House by the Democratic 
m ajority of the House Banking 
Committee.

Committee also has opposed the 
bill's provision for a special vet­ 
erans housing program under the

Cross replied through a spokes­ 
man that although there was noth­ 
ing im proper “ in my use of the 
telephone or in accepting an auto­ 
mobile gift,” he was paying for 
the phone calls and returning the 
car. 
Cross m ade no reference to any 
other automobiles. 
When Winter criticized Sims for 
carrying his charges to the news­ 
paper, Sims replied in a letter:

Seen Over Write-In 
Of Fred Lawrence 


A trem endous Republican turn­ 
out developed in the first three 
and a half hours after the polls 
opened for E ast Liverpool’s m u­ 
nicipal prim aries, indicating the 
total vote m ay hit close to 5,000. 
A spot check of the city’s 30 
polling places at l l a. rn. indi­ 
cated 1,200 votes had been cast 
since 7:30 a. rn. — 483 over the 
turnout of 717 at the sam e tim e 
in the last municipal prim aries in 
1955. 
The forenoon vote today is up 
about 200 from the 1,030 cast at 
the sam e tim e in the 1953 munici­ 
pal prim aries, when the city turn­ 
out hit 4,311. 
Republicans w e r e outvoting 
Dem ocrats roughly four-to-one in 
in the early turnout. Republican 
voting was surprisingly heavy in 
some areas considered normally 
Democratic. The GOP turnout was 
almost 
overwhelming 
in 
areas 
where it generally has good sup­ 
port. 
The heaviest forenoon vote in 
the city was shown in Precinct 
2-G, which votes at the E v a n s 
Pontiac G arage at Bradshaw Ave. 
and Ravine Sts. The precinct show­ 
ed a total of 105 — 91 Republicans 
and 14 Dem ocrats — at l l this 
morning. Two years ago, its vote 
totaled 45 — 37 Republicans and 8 
Democrats. 
Precinct 2-1 in Beechwood, nor­ 
mally Dem ocratic, also showed a 
heavy Republican trend. It had 
cast 20 Republican ballots and 4 
Democratic at l l this morning. 
Frank R. O’Hanlon, clerk of the 
County Election Board, said there 
was evidence of “ some challeng­ 
ing” on party affiliations in the 
precincts this morning, based on 
telephone calls to the board. How­ 
ever, telephoned requests for in­ 
formation were very few and the 
precinct staffs “ apparently a r e 
adhering

tions,” O’Hanlon added. 
G reatest activity at th©' polls 
was shown by supporters of Fred 
Lawrence, the write-in candidate 
for the COP m ayoralty nomina­ 
tion.

Women’s League Eyes Move 
To Streamline County Rule 


TOLEDO, Ohio (AV—A move to­ 
ward streamlining county govern­ 
ment in Ohio will come up at the 
30th annual meeting of the League 
of Women Voters of Ohio which 
opened here today. 
Mrs. Fred Davis of Lima, third 
vice president of the League and 
its lobbyist in the Ohio Legisla-' 
ture, said she would urge the 250 
d e l e g a t e s to get behind two 
streamlining measures which have 
been approved by the House of 
Representatives. 
Mrs. Davis said the measures 
could strengthen county govern­ 
ment and that she would ask the 
delegates to arouse interest 
in 
their own communities. 
Last April 30. the House voted 
112-24 for an amendment which 


would make it easier for counties 
to form a charter type of govern­ 
ment. The amendment would pre­ 
serve the veto powers of town­ 
ship governments in counties of 
under 500,000 population, but would 
enable counties of more than 500,- 


0 0 0 population to have the same 
powers as municipalities. 
The House also voted 83-37 for 
a bill which would revise the pow­ 
er and functions of county com- 1 
missioners and permit the hiring 
of county managers.

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Benson Makes History 
Ezra Taft Benson, U.S. secretary of agricul­ 
ture, has returned to the news in a statement 
without precedent in political history. 
The policy of paying subsidies to agricul­ 
tural producers, he has told Congress, is a 
failure. The soil bank policy will be a failure, 
too, if it is prolonged, he warns. 
If Congress wants to save money, Secretary 
Benson advises, it will look for a way to ditch 
the practice of underwriting agriculture during 
a technological revolution. 
Now is the time to put the cards on the 
table, in Mr. Benson’s opinion — while politics 
is in a quiet season. With politics taken out of 
agricultural policy entirely, a solution to the 
problems of agriculture could be found, al­ 
though that never will happen. But the secre­ 
tary of agriculture thinks now is a good time 
to discuss the problems, because the latest 
presidential election is over and the next con­ 
gressional election is still a safe distance in the 
future. 
Did any cabinet officer ever before admit in 
a public statement that he was not in favor of 
continuing to give away public money to a pres­ 
sure bloc with powerful spokesmen in Congress 
and ability to make or break politicians at 
the polls? 


Life On The Peaks 
Stockholders attending the annual meeting of 
United States Steel Corp. Monday expected to 
hear something said about the decline in de­ 
mand for certain steel products. 
They heard something, although it was not 
what some of them may have expected to 
hear. "We are experiencing some decline in 
demand for certain steel products,” said Roger 
M. Blough, chairman of the board. "But over­ 
all demand is still very strong when compared 
with any period except the peaks; and there 
is every indication that 1957 will be a good year, 
with total production coming very close to the 
high tonnage of last year, give or take a few 
percentage points.” 
Mr. Blough then went on to make an observa­ 
tion that has meaning for every business enter­ 
prise and every employe. "The most difficult 
and persistent problem that confronts the man­ 
agement of U.S. Steel," he declared, "is not 
so much in coping with temporary drops in the 
operating rate as it is in trying, under the cost- 
price circumstances we face, to keep pace with 
the enormous demand which lies ahead for 
steel . . . Those who become too preoccupied 
with little segments of time tend to forget that 
no form of human progress ever takes place at 
a perfectly regular rate." 
It is something to think about — that the way 
to the peaks always lies through the valleys. 


McCarthy’s Contribution

Senator May Be Known As Martyr 


No Time To Mark 
A report on one of the most important ideas 
being tested in higher education — the elimina­ 
tion of the last two years of high school for 
outstanding students — has been made by the 
Fund for Advancement of Education, a Ford 
Foundation project. 
There is agreement among the 12 colleges 
which cooperated in the test that the idea is 
sound. Boys and girls of exceptional ability can 
go from the sophomore year of high school to 
the freshman year of college without undue 
stress. It is one way to keep high - mentality 
students from marking time in an era which 
has no time to mark for its ablest brains. Since 
most of them will go to graduate school after 
college, the time saved between high school 
and college makes it possible for them to start 
making their own way before they are halfway 
to their 30th birthdays. 
The purpose of the experiment conducted by 
the Fund for Advancement of Education, be­ 
ginning in 1951, was to learn what would happen 
when students of exceptional ability were taken 
away from their chronological peers and placed 
among their intellectual peers. Nothing 
hap­ 
pened of any great consequence, except that 
most of the students tested continued to show 
intellectual superiority, regardless of age. 


One Boss And Another 
Aside from the trouble its officers are having 
Is a rebuff to the Teamsters Union by the 
U.S. Supreme Court, which ruled Monday that 
the National Labor Relations Board must deal 
with complaints of unfair practices against labor 
unions the same way it deals with complaints 
against other employers. 
In an incident of complaints filed with the 
NLRB against the Teamsters Union by Office 
Employes International Union Local No. ll of 
Portland, the board had ruled it lacked author­ 
ity to act. This coincided with the Teamsters 
point of view. The complaining union had said 
an NLRB examiner found the Teamsters to be 
in violation of every fair labor practice in the 
Taft-Hartley Act. 
Although the Supreme Court made no find­ 
ing on the charge of unfair practices, it has 
pinned down solidly the responsibility of labor 
unions as employers. They are no different 
from other employers. The Supreme Court 
makes no distinction. Employes who work for 
unions 
cannot 
be 
expected 
to 
distinguish 
between one boss and another in the matter of 
protection under federal law. 
Unions, themselves, rejected that idea in the 
early days of the original Wagner Act. 


Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy is gone 
—but he has left behind a legacy 
of controversial issues that sit may 
take years to resolve.

sure” battle in 
the Senate in 
1954 if, while

not 
tactlessly 
antagonized 
many senators who were disposed 
to be objective about the issue. 
The Senate was dealing with a 
delicate question — the right of 
free speech in Congress uninhibit­ 
ed by threats of punishment. Never 
in the history of the Senate had 
any member been “censured” for 
expressing his opinions, no matter 
how distasteful or unpopular they 
were. 
The Senate finally abandoned the 
word “censure,” with its histori­ 
cal connotation of punishment and 
substituted the milder word "con­ 
demn.” Even so, the Senate reso­ 
lution set a bad precedent of in­ 
terference with free speech. For 
to condemn a man because of the 
opinions he expresses is what has 
been called “McCarthyism at its 
worst.” 
If ever a man was hounded to 
death because of his beliefs, it was 
Sen. McCarthy. 
His health was impaired by the 
strain aid tension arising out of 
the tactics and methods of his 
enemies. They ganged up on him 
from the days when they saw he 
was making headway with his 
crusade against communism in 
government. 


THE COMMUNIST newspaper, 
"The Daily Worker,” in New York 
was the first to give persistent pub­ 
licity to the word “McCarthyism.” 
There was no limit to the in­ 
nuendoes, baseless charges and 
whispering 
campaigns 
directed 
against Sen. McCarthy in an ef­ 
fort to discredit him. It was as­ 
sumed by many of his opponents 
that, if McCarthy the man were 
discredited, 
the 
whole 
d r i v e 
against Communists in the govern­ 
ment would collapse. 
Some strange chapters remain 
yet to be fully explained. One is 
the vicious spread of rumors that 
Sen. McCarthy had cheated on his 
federal income tax returns, though 
it turned out in the end that the 
Treasury Department owed him 
money and sent him a refund 
check for overpayment of his 
taxes. 
Yet, before the Internal Revenue 
Bureau could complete its investi­ 
gation, the campaign to maneuver 
McCarthy into a public hearing in 
which his enemies would have a 
chance to impugn his honesty was 
participated in by a Senate sub­ 
committee consisting mostly of his 
opponents. 
Although McCarthy was reelect­ 
ed senator by the people of Wiscon­ 
sin in November, 1952, after his 
refusal to testify before the same 
committee, his opponents in 1954 
nevertheless used that refusal — 
which had occurred in a previous 
term of office — as a basis for 
the start of “censure” proceedings. 
Another episode, still unexplain­ 
ed. is the case of Paul H. Hughes, 
who posed as a member of Mc­ 
Carthy’s staff and, over a period 
of several months, collected big 
sums 
of 
money 
from 
various 
sources high up among the so­ 
called “liberals” with the promise 
of “revelations” derogatory to Mc­ 
Carthy personally. 


AT ANY MOMENT during that 
long period, the fact that Hughes 
was not an employee of any con­ 
gressional committee could have 
been established through the care­ 
ful inquiries of an alert newspaper 
man. 
The record in the perjury case 


that followed in the courts reveals 
a paradoxical example of "Mc­ 
Carthyism” in reverse. So is the 
current persecution of Scott Mc­ 
Leod, once a close friend of Mc­ 
Carthy and a 
stalwart fighter 
against communism in the govern­ 
ment, who has been nominated by 
President Eisenhower to be am­ 
bassador to Ireland. 
Vice President Nixon has also 
been a victim of the same kind of 
tactics by the so-called “liberals,” 
who in 1952 spread false accusa­ 
tions about him. 
Sen. McCarthy made many er­ 
rors in judgment, sometimes lost 
his temper and at times ignored 
the counsel of his best friends. He 
didn’t, however, mind fair cri­ 
ticism. 
This correspondent in his dis­ 
patches at the time expressed 
strong disapproval of the Wiscon­ 
sin senator’s attacks on Gen. Mar­ 
shall and of the ill-mannered treat­ 
ment given Gen. Zwicker at a com­ 
mittee hearing and denounced Sen. 
McCarthy's break with President 
Eisenhower as a grave blunder. 
Looking back at all aspects of 
the tragic controversy, however, 
this writer remains convinced that 
it was most important to the cause 
of true liberalism in America to 
defend the right of a senator to 
express himself freely rather than 
to see him deprived of that privi­ 
lege by the coercive action of those 
who disagreed with his views. 
Principle is too often disregard­ 
ed under the stress of emotion, in­ 
side as well as outside of legisla­ 
tive bodies. 


SEN. MCCARTHY’S great contri­ 
bution, of course, was to drama­ 
tize the necessity for a vigorous 
battle against Communist infiltra­ 
tion. 
The record shows a sad neglect 
by the State Department in the 
1940’s of the intrigue carried on 
there. This was repeatedly called 
to the department’s attention in 
confidential communications from 
Senate committees and in FBI re­ 
ports long before the Wisconsin 
senator in 1950 brought the fight 
out into the open. 
Incidentally, even after death, 
they still vilify McCarthy in Great 
Britain. 
Had there been in the British 
Parliament only a fraction of the 
alertness which was generated by 
the Wisconsin senator’s crusade 
here, the treason of Burgess and 
MacLean and the transmission of 
atomic secrets to the Soviets by 
Klaus Fuchs — who had been 
“cleared” for work in an Ameri­ 
can laboratory by British officials 
— might never have occurred. In­ 
deed,. the whole history of the 
“cold war,” with its costly bud­ 
gets, might then have been differ­ 
ent. , 
Time, of course, changes many 
things. It sometimes makes mar­ 
tyrs out of men who were pilloried 
during their lifetime. The elder 
Robert La Follette, senator from 
Wisconsin, also refused to testify 
before a Senate committee. 
He was being investigated be­ 
cause of public speeches — regard­ 
ed by many people as traitorous— 
which he made while America was 
engaged in World War I. 


THE TWO HOUSES of the Wis­ 
consin Legislature — controlled by 
his own party — formally called 
on the United States Senate to ex­ 
pel him. But the Senate took no 
action. Only last week, the elder 
La Follette was selected by a Sen­ 
ate committee to be one of the five 
in the Senate’s “Hall of Fame.” 
The lapse of time seems to fur­ 
nish a different perspective on the 
record of Wisconsin senators and 
maybe, many years hence, history 
will repeat itself. 
Radio Moscow’s “tribute” to Sen. 
McCarthy is to denounce him as 
responsible for "the preparation of 
new military ventures by the Unit­ 
ed States.” 
To have helped alert America to 
the menace of communism is to 
have earned Moscow’s hatred — 
which is the most eloquent epitaph 
that could be written for Joe Mc­ 
Carthy.

Embarrassing Sag 


Down The Middle

WASHINGTON LD - Democrats 
and Republicans both look like 
they’ve been hit on the head with 
an axe that kept on going. They’re 
both split down the middle. 
For more than four years Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower has acted to­ 
wards Congress as if he thought 
his role was to be a tranquilizer 
to keep it soothed and relaxed. 
But it seems he’s fresh out of 
pills. He’s in trouble. And he 
looks puzzled. His Republicans are 
milling around, aching to cut his 
budget. 
The 
ftvo 
most 
distinguised 
Democratic l e a d e r s — former 
President Truman and would-be 
President Adlai Stevenson — at a 
party get-together in Washington 
over the weekend cautioned Dem­ 
ocrats against slashing into Eisen­ 
hower’s budget. 
But while they were blinking 
their amber light, 
the party’s 
leader in the House, Speaker Ray­ 
burn of Texas, was talking of cut­ 
ting the budget by billions. 
This was an echo of what Ray­ 
burn’s opposite number and fel­ 
low Democrat Lyndon Johnson, 
the Democrats’ Senate leader, has 
already been saying. 
Southern Democrats, in an ef­ 
fort to kill civil rights legislation 
this year, have offered an amend­ 
ment to the bill for a fAleral law 
to ban union shops. 
" 
But the Democrats’ 
advisory 
council, a 24-man group of Demo­ 


cratic leaders including Truman 
and Stevenson, came out against 
an anti-union shop amendment. 
In short, there’s no more unan­ 
imity in the Democratic party 
than there is among Republicans. 
Each party has members who 
consider themselves liberals — a 
mere handful — and a big batch 
that come under the conservative 
label. 
And among the conservatives of 
both parties are those who take a 
stand far to the right of Truman, i 
Stevenson and Eisenhower. 
Truman’s idea of dealing with 
Congress was to belt the opposi­ 
tion on the nose. He was in con­ 
stant fights with the lawmakers. J 
Eisenhower 
tried 
tranquilizing 
them. He seldom fought for his j 
programs and, by avoiding name­ 
calling, he avoided being called 
names. 
Some of his programs were 
massacred. But. by and large, in 
his first four years, he didn’t do 
too badly on the total amount of 
legislation passed. 
But now he’s in real trouble; j 
his budget seems certain to be 
cut. It’s only the degree of the 
cut which is not yet clear. 
He says he needs the money 
he asked for. But, faced with 
heavy slashes, he appears uncer- j 
tain what to do. 
The budget is only one of a 
number of his programs which are 
in jeopardy.

The Unions Put Up Capital

This is a story of loans from 
union treasuries — with interest, 
human interest. It’s the story of 
Air Force personnel who are at 
home 
in the 
air 
but have 
no 
place 
to 
live 
on 
t h e 
ground o v e r 
w h i c h they 
streak at 2.000 
miles an hour 
as g u a rdian 
angels. 
T h e s e are 
the men who 
fly 
the giant 
Victor Riesel 
bombers for the Strategic Air 
Command and the jets for the 
fighting wings. They’re at jam- 
packed bases desperately short of 
decent living quarters for the Air 
Force personnel — because the 
Defense Department is short on 
cash for housing construction. 
For months now the Air Force 
has been looking for scores of mil­ 
lions of dollars to finance this 
housing construction but money is 
tight and it could not be gotten 
from banks and other investors. 
Finally the Air Force got to two 
unions — and it now has at least 
40 million dollars with which to 
build comfortable low-cost homes 
for the men expected to protect us. 


AND IF SEN. John McClellan 
wants to see the result of honestly- 
kept union funds, he need only 
drive out from Little Rock to the 
Strategic Air Command base out­ 
side that city. There the Interna­ 
tional Ladies’ Garment Workers’ 
Union, led by David Dubinsky, and 
the International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers, led by Gordon 
Freeman and Joe Keenan, got up 
IO million dollars apiece to build 
air force personnel housing. 
It has never been publicly re­ 
ported that the Electrical Work­ 
ers have put a total of IO million 
more in similar home building at 
Fort Stewart, Ga., a base near 
Providence, R. I., and another in 
New Mexico. Add to this, another 
IO million which Dubinsky’s needle 
trades workers have just put into 
a similar project at the Stead jet 
fighter base outside Reno. 
No slot machine gamble, all this. 
These investments are doubly in­ 
sured and bring 4 per cent interest 
to the unions. 
For neither union is this mort­ 
gage venture an experiment. Dub­ 
insky has some 85 million dollars 
earmarked 
out 
of 
his 
union’s 
funds, which total about a quarter 
of a billion dollars and increase 
at the rate of 25 million dollars a 
year in cash. 
As for the Electrical Workers, 
they have not put a limit on the 
money they're investing to wipe 
out slums and make jobs. 
8 


THEY’RE IN IT for the dura­ 
tion at the rate of 18 million dol­ 
lars annually in addition to the 
money they’ve tent the Air Force 
and the Pentagon for construction 
of homes near the military cen­ 
ters. 
“We’re not only interested in 
keeping construction going but in 
building homes in that price range 
which all working people can af­ 
ford,” Gordon Freeman and Joe 
Keenan have said. 
For them this investment adven­ 
ture began last May when some of 
the Electrical Workers Union lead­ 
ers were in San Francisco. They 
talked to construction company 
people who told them they would 
have to go out of business and 
drop some 1.400 construction work­ 
ers unless the tight money market 
eased. There was just no money 
to be borrowed. 
The 
union 
men 
returned 
to 
Washington. After looking over the 
money market they decided to 
throw in money from the organiza­ 
tion’s pension and death benefit 
fundi. 


THEY FIGURED they could put 
up I1* million dollars monthly for 
construction projects. This money 
would be safeguarded in govern­ 
ment guaranteed mortgages, keep 
men at work and rip the rat-hole 
buildings out of major city slums. 
So. today the Electrical Workers 
Union is lending money to contrac­ 
tors in San Francisco, Minneapolis, 
St. Paul, Kansas City, Chicago, St. 
Louis, Detroit, Cleveland and New 
York City. 


Someone should set this finan­ 
cial saga to lyrics and music, for 
this is truly a ballad for Ameri­ 
cans. From the carefully counted 
dollars of the skilled craftsmen of 
the wondrous electrical world and 
the bent over figures of the needle 
trades 
shops 
come 
glistening 
apartments, 
playgrounds 
a n d 
parks as the older generation re­ 
pays the land which gave it so 
much freedom.

The young businessman who sup­ 
plies the motorized equipment that 
makes country living feasible for 
this Sunday - off wage - earner was 
telling about a remarkable thing 
during our latest visit. 
The visit was to wrap up a deal 
for a rotary lawnmower that can 
be attached to a power unit that 
has been the mainstay of a flour­ 
ishing business for this young man 
since the end of World War IL 
These units, he said, are in such 
demand in this country and abroad 
that the manufacturer cannot catch 
up to standing orders. The young 
businessman estimates he c o u l d 
sell another carload this summer, 
if he could get the carload. 
But the carload is not in the 
cards, because the rush to the su­ 
burbs is absorbing the particular 
kind of motorized equipment that 
makes suburban living feasible as 
fast as it can be produced, despite 
the fact production, itself, has been 
stepped up rapdily. 
The chugger at the Twillery, for 
instance, mows more than an acre 
of lawn a couple times a week 
during the rapid - grass - growing 
season that starts in late April and 
lasts until July. That is only one 
of its chores. 
The garden is plowed and culti­ 
vated. Weeds are cut. Snow 
is 
plowed in winter and gravel 
is 
scraped in summer. There is an 
attachment for every conceivable 
task, although most owners settle 
for two or three basic tools. 


Light hauling can be done in a 
half-ton cart. All these chores 
can be handled with a maximum 
of speed and a minimum of effort 
— a miniature example of the 
mechanization that makes it possi­ 
ble for farmers to produce more 
food with less manpower and that 
makes it possible for millions of 
people to live in Rosy Fingered 
Dawn without drudgery. 
If they tried to do all the jobs 
with one manpower that must be 
done routinely whenever their liv­ 
ing space gets beyond an acre, 
they would be looking for an effi­ 
ciency apartment back in 
town 
within a week. 
Furthermore, if any considerable 
number of them could afford pro­ 
fessional caretakers to do the work 
for them, the price of caretaking 
service would be fantastic, instead 
of merely staggering. 
This was the remarkable thing 
about the visit with the young busi­ 
nessman who supplies the horse­ 
power that makes it feasible 
to 
operate the Twillery in the wide­ 
open country, instead of on a 60x 
IOO lot in town — the impact of 
suburban and country living on the 
motorized equipment business. 
His company cannot make power 
units fast enough to keep up with 
the greatest do-it-yourself move­ 
ment since men began to shave 
their own whiskers and housewives 
took over the nation’s transporta­ 
tion system.

For Industrial Use 


Petitions asking Council to va­ 
cate short sections of four river­ 
front area streets and to establish 
one-way traffic on an East End 
stre»t were referred to the street 
committee Monday night. 
C. W. Ashbaugh of the S. C. 
Williams Co. asked vacating of 
sections of East Alley, Pink Alley 
and 1st St., all in the vicinity of 
the paperboard container manu­ 
facturing plant. W. W. Irwin, presi­ 
dent of the Potters Supply Co., 
requested Council to vacate a sec­ 
tion of Washington St. between the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Co. tracks 
and the low water mark of the 
Ohio River. 
The Williams Co. petition was 
filed to back up requests previous 
ly presented verbally and in writ­ 
ing. Law requires a petition from 
owners of abutting property before 
Council officially can consider va­ 
cating a street. Each petition point­ 
ed out the streets and alleys af 
fected no longer are used by the 
public. 
The street committee also was 
given a petition requesting that 
one-way traffic — north only — be 
established in the one block stretch 
of Locust St. near Mulberry St. 
Council filed a letter from John 
R. McLaren of Broadview Circle 
asking financial help in a neigh­ 
borhood arrangement under which 
slag and asphalt are applied year­ 
ly to streets just off St. Clair 
Ave. near the city limits. He ask 
ed approximately $150 in aid on 
the sections of Hill Blvd. and Pond 
St. lying inside the city.

House Votes 
On Milk Price 
Control Bill 


W ould Create Ohio 
Unit With Authority 
To Invoke Curbs 


COLUMBUS, Ohio UH—The Ohio 
House votes today on a contro­ 
versial bill which would permit 
state milk price controls. 
The measure would create a 
dairy markets division in the state 
Department of Agriculture. The 
division would have authority to 
invoke price controls at producer 
levels for the 15 per cent of Ohio 
milk producers not now covered 
by federal milk marketing orders. 
Opponents of the measure — 
mostly city dwellers—declared the 
proposed state law would result in 
a retail milk price increase of 
three to five cents a quart. 
The House Monday—as the Leg­ 
islature started a three - week 
stretch drive toward adjournment 
—voted, 77-35, to ease eligibility of 
low income families to occupy 
metropolitan h o u s i n g develop­ 
ments. 
The bill approved by the House 
and sent to the Senate increases 
from $2 400 to $3,000 a year the 
maximum income a couple can 
receive and still be permitted to 
live in public housing projects. 
Before approving the higher in­ 
come limit, the House rejected 
proposals to set the income maxi­ 
mum at $2,500, to cut the allow­ 
ance for minor children from $200 
to $100 and to eliminate the $660 
leeway above the maximum that 
determines where a family must 
move out. 
The 
Senate, 
without 
debate, 
passed unanimously and sent to 
the House a bill backed by the 
administration of Gov. C. William 
O’Neill to provide quick reim­ 
bursement to cities from state 
funds for highway planning and 
right of way purchases. The meas­ 
ure is designed to allow cash- 
short cities to get a rapid turn­ 
over on their available money. 
After a one-day delay, the Sen­ 
ate was due to vote today on a 
measure to grant a general in­ 
crease in amounts candidates for 
office may spend in their cam­ 
paigns. 
The Senate also was scheduled 
to vote today on a hill to create 
an 
industrial 
development 
divi­ 
sion in the State Commerce De­ 
partment. The new division would 
include the present State Aviation 
Board and the present Develop­ 
ment and Publicity Commission.

Help development of regional 
water and sewer districts by eas­ 
ing present restrictions on the is­ 
suance and sale of revenue bonds. 
Perm it emergency bond issues 
for school and land furnishings

—in new subdivisions where ease­ 
ments take the place of alleys. 
Increase from $l to $3 a* day 
the credit for time spent in jail 
by hunting and fishing law vio­ 
lators. 
Require garages and other deal­ 
ers to obtain certificates of title 
from owners who junk cars. 
The Senate passed a n d sent to 
the House a bill permitting school 
boards to buy insurance to pro­ 
tect school officials, teachers and 
employes from financial loss re­ 
sulting from negligent acts.

Doctor Seeks

Waits Sentence On 
Perjury Conviction 


CLEVELAND UP—A new trial is 
being sought by Dr. Alexander V. 
Spaeth, Cleveland skin specialist 
who was convicted of Derjury by 
a federal court jury in Youngs­ 
town last week. 
The 
55-year-old 
dermatologist 
said in a motion filed here Mon­ 
day that his former secretary, 
Mrs. Estelle Bulkley, ‘‘offered tes­ 
timony which was false” and ad­ 
ded that he had evidence “to im­ 
peach and discredit” her story. 
Dr. Spaeth, accused of putting 
up a phony alibi for a bank rob­ 
ber, was convicted twice previ­ 
ously on the perjury charge but 
the sentences were set aside and 
new trials ordered because of pro­ 
cedural errors found by the U.S. 
Court of Appeals. 
He is awaiting sentence on the 
third conviction. Judge Paul C. 
Weick delayed sentencing until he 
could rule on the new trial mo­ 
tion and on a pleading in opposi­ 
tion by Jam es J. Carroll, assist­ 
ant U.S. attorney. 
The charge against Dr. Spaeth 
resulted from testimony he gave 
at the trial of Julius A. Petro and 
Joseph J. Sanzo, who were con­ 
victed of the $71,000 robbery of a 
bank in Warren, Ohio, Aug. 14, 
1952. He testified that Sanzo was 
in his office on the day of the 
robbery.

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Parking Fine 
May Be Hiked 


Council Expected To 
Raise ‘Floor" May 2 0 


Council probably will consider 
legislation May 20 hiking the min­ 
imum fine for an overtime park­ 
ing violation from 25 cents to $1. 
Reporting to Council Monday 
night on a conference he held with 
the ordinance committee as a re­ 
sult of discussion at the meeting 
April 15, Solicitor Joseph W. Coop­ 
er submitted a brief oral outline 
of the legislation. 
He said he favors the ordinance 
committee’s suggestion for a pro­ 
vision that would permit a $1 set­ 
tlement for a ticket, provided the 
payment is made anytime before 
midnight on the date the tag is 
issued. At present, the 25-c e n t 
minimum is allowed only in t h e 
first hour after a ticket is issued. 
Then the minimum payment au­ 
tomatically goes up to $1. 
The solicitor said it will be pos­ 
sible to incorporate into the new 
ordinance a provision for a 
$2 
penalty after the midnight dead­ 
line, also retaining a present pro­ 
vision for a fine up to $5 for a 
violator who is haled into Munici­ 
pal Court for non-payment. 
It has been impossible for 'po­ 
lice to check on the hour limit 
clause on the 25-cent fee since col­ 
lection boxes for the 
penalties 
were installed on parking meter 
standards in the business a r e a 
about two months ago. Previously, 
there was a close check because 
all the payments were made at 
headquarters. 
However, the convenience of the 
so-called “Traf-O-Teria” collection 
boxes has sent collection of park­ 
ing penalties to 90 per cent of the 
total tickets issued, Safety-Service ■ 
Director William C. Heasley re­ 
ported to Council several 
weeks 
ago. 
The director recommended the 
increase in the parking penalty to 
drive all-day parkers out of the | 
business area and open up curb 
space for shoppers. Under the 
present system, it is possible for 
a motorist to park all day without 
paying a meter fee, depositing a 
25-cent penalty in one of the curb 
boxes if he is tagged, the director 
pointed out. 
The East Liverpool Merchants 
Association also suggested higher 
parking penalties about a y e a r 
ago. The ordinance committee is 
comprised of Councilmen George 
E. Willshaw, William Y. Orr and 
Robert Owen.

The plan permits each eligible 
employe to put a part of his sala­ 
ry into a savings fund each pay 
period, with the company contrib­ 
uting 50 cents for each dollar 
saved by the employe. 
Each parrticipating employe may 
elect to have all his savings in­ 
vested in obligations of the United 
States government or one-half in­ 
vested in government obligations 
and one-half in U.S. Steel com­ 
mon stock.
